HAPARANDA (Sweden) Thurs- 
day, Sept. 6.—After numerous de- 
lays incidental to the upset in 
political conditions in Russia and 
the cholera quarantine, a party of 
107 American refugees which left 
Moscow August 26 arrived at 
Haparanda today after an unevent- 
ful trip throwch Finland. 
he German guards along the 
Finnish railway offered no resistance 
te the passage of the Americans who 
were accompanied by an Italian 
military mission of eighty oflicers 
and privates under command of 
Gen. Romei. 

The Finnish officials showed the 
party every possible courtesy and 
fulfilled to the letter their guaran- 
tee of safe conduct. 

M Komasake, the Japanese 
Consul-General at Moscow, accom- 
panied by the Japanese military at- 
tache and six other officials, passed 
through Finiand a day ahead of the 
American and Italian party and 
reached Sweden safely. 

Negotiations for the departure of 
the Allied, consuls and citizens from 
Mascow which were opened more 
than three weeks ago by the neutral 
ministers met with many objections. 
Although t Bolshevik government 
agreed in principle to the leparture 
of all the Allied citizens many 
French and Englishmen were im- 
both at Moscow and Petro 


grad. 

Finally, M. Tchiteherin. the Min- 
ister for Forellen Affairs, refused to 
permit the British and French of- 
ficials and civilians to leave. Upon 
the advice of the neutral ministers 
who were deavoring to get this 
ban removéda, the other Allied of- 
Heinis and nationals left Moscow. 

To reduce the number of Allies 
seeking transportation and permits 
to leave, Russia, DeWitt C. Poole, 
Jr., the American Consul-General at 
Moscow, and the Italian Consul- 
General remained. Although Ameri- 
can and Italian interests had been 
entrusted to the representatives of 
neutral countries and cor:munica- 
tion by wire with Washington and 
Rome was impossible unler the 
prevailing conditions, the two con- 
general stayed in the Russian 
capital to co-operate with the other 
Allied consuls-general in efforts to 
get their citizens out of jail and to 
obtain permission for them to leave 
Russia. 

The American And Italian parties 
reached Petrograd August 27, but 
were unable to get permits to leave 
for the Finnish border until four 
gavs after. Meantime Moses Uritzky, 
chairman of the Petrograd com- 
mission for the suppression of a 
counter-revolution, wae assass! - 
nated in Petrograd, and Nikola 
Lenine, the Bolshevik Premier, was 
shot at Moscow. 

In spite of the great excitement 
and disorder created in Soviet cir- 
cles by the shooting of these two 
Bolshevik leaders, the Danish min- 
ster and his neutral associates were 
able to have the train of the Al- 
lies moved to the Finnish border at 
Baliosproff, where it remained for 
twce days.

Lieut. Bonnalie, who is an aviator. 
received the distinguished service 
erder; Lieut. Ransom was awarded 
the military cross; Corp. Johnson 
was given the distinguished conduct 
medal, and military medals were be- 
stuwed upon Private Collier and Pri- 
vate Hall. | 

Lieut. Bonnalle on August 13 led 
two other airplanes on a long pho- 
tofraphic reconnaissance flight near 
Bruges, Belgium. While over Tho- 
rovt all three machines were at- 
tacked BY numerous enemy planes, 
and, although fighting continualty, 
they succeeded in taking the re- 
quired photographs. 2 

The three Allied airplanes then 
Started back, but met six Fokkers, 
which dived to attack. While heav- 
ily engaged himself, Lieut.

Lieut. Glenn D. Ransom, who won 
his military cross at Merckham, Is a 
medical officer attached to a British 
battalion, and worked continuously 
in the evacuation of the men of his 
own and other battalions, and also 
wounded Germans. 

Not a case passed through which 
Lleut. Ransom himself did nos dress, 
although the shelling was heavy. 
He worked continuously in the open 
to expedite the evacuation. His skill 
and courage now is a by-word in 
his battalion, and the example he 
set for all, says the citation, was 
magnificent. Under his supervision, 
the battlefield was quickly cleared 
of ite wounded, although there were 
meny stretcher cases. 

Corp. Johnston on the night of 
August 12 was in the line opposite 
Boyelles in charge of a post. The 
enemy put down a heavy barrage 
and wounded him. When the bar- 
rage was lifted the enemy tried to 
raid the post. 

Although severely wounded, the 
corporal immediately organized a 
counter-attack, which led up to 
the tren of the enemy and 
faused ny German casualties. It 
was entirely due to his coolness and 
callantry that the attempt of the 
enemy to obtain the identification of 
Dritish forces completely failed. 

Private Collier gained his medal 
in the same action. The enemy was 

mbing his way down a trench to- 
ward Collier's post, in which casu- 
alties had much reduced its strength. 
He displayed a fine example in the 
counter-attack which he instantly 
organized, and was largely responsi- 
ble for the ejection of the enemy. 

Private Hall displayed a great 
gallantry and devotion to duty near 
Hebuterne on July 28, when a mem- 
ber of a patrol who encountered a 
German post that was strongly held 
and which directed a heavy fire at 
the patrol. Hall dashed in and killed 
three Germans with his *hayonet and 
by this prompt and courageous ac- 
tion materially assisted the patrol 
in extricating itself from a danger- 
ous position. 


TAKE ALL FIGHT 
OUT OF ENEMY.

FRANCE, Friday, Sept. ¢.— Gen. 
Mangin’s troops reached the Hinden- 
burg line at several points during to- 
days fighting. They took Laffaux 
and Petit Barisis and drove near 9 
Vauxaillon, while ‘extending t 
hold on the Aisne as far as 1 
Mard. The enemy shell fire became 
more intense as the troops 
advanced, and the resistance of the 
infantry grew strongly. 

The adversaries were face to face 
this afternoon near Quincy-Bassee 
in the same positions they occupied, 
respectively, for about a year before 
the German drive this spring. 
Notwithstanding the wastage and 
fatigue among the enemy's troops 
and the splendid ardor of the French 
infantry, the task the latter forces 
are now facing is arduous. The 
Germans occupy positions of natural 
strength which they have reinforced. 
The region of the St. Gobain Forest 
is not only a natural fortress, but is 
favorable to the enemy’s retreat tac- 
tics. The hills, gullies and thickets 
supply an excellent camouflage for 
artillery and machine-gun nests. 
The heights are honeycombed 
with stone quarries that offer all the 
advantage of vast, solid-rock shelters 
where whole battalions may find 
cover from the heaviest artillery 


fire. 

When the Germans retired to this 
line in 1917 they had not prepared 
their position. They counted upon 
the vast area of land laid waste in 
front of them, however, o make an 
attack upon the bastion more diffi- 


cult. 
South of the Aisne, at St. Mard, 


were approaching the junction of 
the River Estoise-Aisne Canal, this 
seeming to be the line chosen by the 
enemy for his resistance in that re- 
gion.

drawn and are being assembled at 
a point he did not designate. 

This accounts for the small num- 
ber of Americans engaged in the 
present forward movement of the 
Allies. 

The committee was told that there 
are now between 90,000 and 100,- 
000 American troops with the Brit- 
ish forces. 

Because of the gradual withdraw- 
al cf American troops which have 
been brigaded with French and Brit- 
ish forces, the Senators said they 
were told, only one division—the 
Thirty-second—is now engaged in 
the present battle. 

There is improvement in the 
transportation facilities, Gen. March 
said, and the number of ships in use 
is bel increased. 

Further improvement in the air- 
plane situation was n Gen. 
March said 1200 airplanes have been 
delivered from the factories. Latest 
advices indicate, he said, that 800 
American fighting planes are ncw in 
France, 
GENERAL RETREAT. 

Characterizing the German retro- 
grade movement as a “general re- 
treat on a hundred-mile front from 
Arras to near Rheims, Gen. March 
in his weekly statement today point- 
ed out that the German lines now 
are sixty miles from the French cap- 
ital at their nearest point, as com-

Gen. March disclosed that a new 
policy of the department would be 
to have Gen. Pershing forward by 
courier twice a week lists of all 
wounded. | 

The complete list will be made 
public from Washington, and cas- 
valty reports cabled from American 
headquarters will, when the system 
is in effect, include only dead and 
missing. 

Gen. March explained that ccm- 
plete data in each case will be in- 
cluded in the list of wounded, so 
that relatives may be advised fully 
as to the nature of the wounds,

Kitchin Delivers Longest 
Speech on Measure. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT uns. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.— Ex- 
planation of the revenue bill was 
c@@eluded in the House today by 
Chairman Kitchin of the Ways and 
Means Committee. Mr. Kitchin 
started speaking yesterday an 
members said his address was the 
longest ever delivered in the House. 

Probable effect of prohibition 
legislation on the nation's revenues 
was discussed by Mr. Kitchin in ex- 


Plaining the beverage section of the 
war tax measure. He also took up 
the war and excess profits features 
as well as those affecting corpora- 
tions and luxurié¢és 

General debate on the 
continue next week and leaders to- 
night reyised their predictions for 
passage of the measure next Satur- 
day. They believe now that miner 
committee revisions, possibly of the 
liquor taxes because of pending pro- 
hibition legislation, and debate will 
442 a final vote before Septem- 

r 17 or 18. 

Mr. Kitchin in his speech said the 
bill should be enacted by both 
houses of Congress by November 1 
and he expressed the hope that an- 
other war revenue measure next 
year would not be necessary, al- 
though he said that if national pro- 
hibition is enacted, new tax sources 
will have to be found to replace the 
$1.250,000,000 estimate tax on 
alcoholic beverages provided ‘for in 
the present measure. 

BEER LOSS HEAVY. 


Such legislation. Mr. Kitchin said, 
probably will not be necessary be- 
fore mext year, although the ad- 
ministration order, announced yes- 
terday stopping the manufacture vf 
beer December 1, next, will cause & 
loss under the present bill of about 
$120,000,000. 

“We feel that the bill s not too 
hard on corporations. We are not 
sy hard on them as at firat blush it 
might seem. We're not confiscating 
éheir incomes,” said Mr. Kitchin, in 
commenting on the increase of cor- 
portion income tax from 6 per cent. 
to 18 per cent. “The allowance 
for a 6 per cent. rebate on divi- 
dends distributed.“ he added, 
“would stimulate payment to stock- 
holders and increase Federal re- 
ceipts from individual income sur- 
taxes.” - 

Representative Longworth, Re- 
publican, interrupted to suggest 
that the only essential differences 
between the committee and the 
Treasury Department was over the 
proposed rebate and the increase in 
excess profits rates. 

“I've seen reports of ‘a uréat con- 
test, @ great conflict’ with Secre- 
tary McAdoo,” Representative 
Kitchin replied. “Every man on the 
committee knows there hasn't been 
one report which was not apparent- 
lw a deliberate misrepresentation 
and deliberately. designed to deceive 
the public. 

McADOO SATISFIED. 


“This bill is satisfactory to the 
Secretary and other Treasury of- 
ficials,”’ he continued, confirming 
Representative Longworth's state- 
ment of the only two essential dif- 
ferences, which he said, were pleas- 
ant and not acrimonious differences. 

Representative Moore of Penn- 
svivania, Republican, observed that 
the Treasury had made many sug- 
gestions to the committee which it 
had? not accepted and Representa- 
tive Kitchin said all these had been 
„threshed out.“ 

Democrats applauded when Rep- 
resentative Longworth sald that as 
the bill raises only part of the 
revenues needed it was no deroga- 
tion of House ¢ignity to consult 
with Treasury officials. 

Regarding the difference over in- 
creasing excess profits rates, Repre- 


sentative Kitchin said the committee | 


had been unanimous for the tnerease 
despite the Treasury's obiections. 

“It was the only right, wise and 
fair thing to do,” he said. “Other-~- 
wise some successful corporations 
would be guaranteed that their taxes 
should not be raised a penny while 
90 per cent. would have taxes in- 
creased from 50 to 300 per cent.” 

HALF BRITISH TAX. 

The corporate income tax rate of 
18 per cent., he said, will be less 
than half of the present British tax, 
and the committee had made pro- 
vision against the excess profits taxes 
bearing heavily on small corpora- 
tions by placing only approximately 
10 per cent. burden on excess 
profits and 90 per cent. on war 

The excess profits plan, the ma- 
jority leader said, would raise more 
revenue than the war profits plan, 
but he and Representative Moore 
emphasized that alternative plan of 
taxing corporations under both the 
war and excess profits plan—which- 
ever will bring most ta the govern- 
ment—is made mandatory upon the 
Treasury Department. 

Explaining inheritance tax in- 
creases, Mr. Kitchin said the raise 
from 25 to 40 per cent. in the maxi- 
mum rate (on estates ever $10,000,- 
000) was “a pretty good, healthy in- 
crease."* 

To the suggestion that orders of 
the War Industries Board are re- 
sulting in curtailment of manufac- 
turers’ profits, Mr. Kitchin said: 

“In estimating revenues from this 
bill, we estimated that conditions 
would go along about as they have 
been. Of course, the War Industries 
Board could issue orders that would 
destroy one billion or even two bil- 
lions of revenue, but we're hoping 
and assuming that they will not 80 
exercise their power as to spatorialty 
reduce revenues.” 

LUXURIES ALL COVERED. 


Several members asked if any 
thought had been given to sources 
of revenue to supplant losses from 
prohibition, suggesting consumption 
taxes on coffee,.sugar and other lux- 
uries, 

“TI think we've covered about al! 
the luxuries we could think of.“ Mr. 
Kitchin said, explaining that a 1 
cent tax on tea brings only 


$1,000,000. 


“We will have to wait until con- 
ditions then existing when a new bil!

THE ORANGE CROPS. 

“Navels were most seriously af- 
. tfeeted by the heat wave, our ship- 
ments being only 526 cars as against 
3736 cars last season. 

“Our returns are $826,224.89, an 
average of $3.93 a box, which is 
$L.78 a box higher than the price 
realized in 1913, the frost year, 
which was another year of shortage 
and which was up to this time the 
highest average price we ever re- 
ceived for navels. . 

“Miscellaneous varieties, such as 
seeds, sweets, St. Mikes and bloods, 
all brought high prices on account 
of running medium to small sizes, 
and as the heat did not affect these 
seeded varieties to the extent that it 
did the navels, the crops were more 
nearly normal and large returns per 
acre were realized. 

“Valencia shipments were com- 
menced ear from Tulare ‘county 
and from parts of Orange and Los 
— Angeln counties, interfering with 
our last navel shipments. 

“On April 1, estimate for the 
State showed approximately 12,500 
ears, but as the fruit was picked, it 
became apparent that practically all 
the fruit was on the outside of the 
trees and the estimate was too 4

LEMON MARKET. 


“The lemon market has been very 
active practically the entire season, 
permitting us to keep our stock of 
fruit closely cleaned up and placing 
on the market fruit which was of 
the best keeping quality and of fine

“Foreign importations were in- 
terfered with to some extent during 


the first part of the year, but in the 
last few months large cargoes have 


arrived and the supply nas been 
above normal. Due probably to 


shipping facilities being badly dis- 
organized, a shortage of labor and 
slow time en route of steamers, the 
cargoes have been arriving generally 


in poor condition and our fruit has 


never shown up to better advantage 
in comparison, so that even with 


Sales of 25,000 and 50,000 boxes of 


foreign fruit in New York, that mar- 
ket has been able to sell Californias 
at satisfactory prices and at a big 
premium over foreign stock. 


“The restriction on the use of 
sugar win no doubt affect the use 


of lemons to some extent, but with 

the advertising campaign centered 

on more general uses of lemons, we 

feel that the demand thus created 

will take up most of the slack 
created by sugar regulations. 
LOW GRADE FRUIT. 

“This season we made a contract 


with Thomas Crawford, Inc., to take

From out the horror and the blood, from the darkness and the despair 
that drenched and palled the skies of France and all the sunny fields of 
Flanders, the souls of women flamed out in quenchless fires. all 
that the fiendishness of man could put upon them, their souls endured. : 

We have the testimony from living lips; we have it from the written 
word that can never perish. And we know that, never since time began.

It would be a wonderful sight if, by means of a camera obscura, or 
some other magical device, we could behold at one glance the women of 
America as they are devoting themselves to the world’s deep call for help. 

Busy are their fingers from morning till night at their unselfish tasks: 
busy are their feet on errands of mercy. Not only are their hearts set on 
service for their own men in the war, but they are doing countless things for 
the people of the Allies. , 

But for the women of America, only God knows how many little chil- 
dren in stricken Europe would shiver in the cold for want of clothing, or 
how many would go supperless to bed for the want of food. . 

The most touching thing, almost, that has come to our notice is 0 
work of American women for the war's orphans, over there. We have foun 
an endless fascination in looking at the little garments that our women have 
made for these children. Such pretty and such useful articles for wear. It 
is a pity that our women cannot have the happiness of seeing with their own 


eyes the joy of the children who have been so blessed by their sweet charity. 
the tireless and kindly hands that have wrought these mercies." 


Rich women and poor women of the land—they have all given the best 
that was in them, and they will continue to give to the end. If Anne Morgan, 
Mrs. Vanderbilt and other rich American women have erected whole hos- 
pitals out of their own resources, their less materially endowed sisters are 
giving their time and their energies and often their dollars, too, that were 
hard to spare.

Gabriel D’Annunzio, the Italian poet, 
was in command of the aerial squadron that 
crossed the Alps and bombarded the city 
of Vienna with pamphlets and propaganda. 
When a poet hitches up Pegasus and show- 
ers his wares upon the enemy of his coun- 
try the horrors of war seem in course of 
mitigation. But the mean part of it was 
that, while the gallant Italian aviators were 
bombarding the citizens of Vienna with the 
writings of Wilson, D’Annunzio and other 
champions of democracy, the Austrian 
aerialists dropped high explosives on a de- 
fenseless Italian town and succeeded in get- 
ting away after killing four helpless and 
harmless women. This shows the difference 
in temperament and training on opposite 
sides of the Alps. 

The Italian air squadron consisted of sev- 
en large planes. They covered a distance 
of 315 miles, crossing the Alps at the alti- 
tude of 15,000 feet. On reaching Vienna 
they circled over the city for an hour or 


thousand feet. When they had demonstrat- 
ed to the terrified citizens their ability to 
bomb and destroy at will they began their 
shower—not of explosives, but of literature! 
They certainly gave the people of Vienna 
something to think about, and they also 
furnished them some information concern- 


ficials had denied them. The flight of D’An- 
nunzio and his angels should help make 
history in Vienna and should advance the 
cause Of peace and justice in the double 
headed empire. That the literary invaders 
successfully defied the Austrian aircraft ar- 
illery and returned unharmed to their na-

_ TO SHIPYARD WORKERS. 


Proper Housing Facilities the Purpose of 
if Bill Before Congress. 


HE provisions of a bill unan- 
imously reported for passage in 
the House of Representatives 
enable the Federal government to 


take drastic action to secure proper 


housing for the shipbuilders of the 
country. As the administration is 
solidly back of the bill, it is almost 
certain to become a law within the 


affecting conditions as they may now 
or hereafter exist, are as follows: 
“Be it enacted by the Senate and 


gress assembled, that by reason of 
the existence of a state of war it is 
essential to the national security and 
defense for the successful presecu 
tion of the war, and for the support 
and maintenance of the army and 
navy, that reasonable rental charges 
be provided and maintained in those 
Areas to be designated from time to 
time by the President where indus- 
trial workers reside who are engaged 
in arsenals, shipyards, navy yards or 
cther agencies of the United States 
and in industries connected with and 
essential to the national defense. For 
such purposes only, during the con- 
tinuation of the existing war and 
until the close thereof, as proclaimed 
by the President, the powers h 
inafter set forth are conferred: 
“Secticn 3. That in the event thet 
the rental charge for any building 
or part thereof situated in any area 
Gesignated by the President, in ac- 
cordance herewith, is deemed by the 
President to be unreasonable and ex- 
cessive, and he is unable after due 
notice to bring about the establish- 
ment and maintenance of a rental 
charge therefor which he deems to 
be fair and just, th and in that 
event only, the Gent is hereby 
authorized and empowered tc requi- 
sition any or all right and interest in 
and to the use or cceupy of such 
building and of the land on which 
Same is situated, or in and to 
any part thereof for such term as he 
shall deem advisable, not te exceed |

ll be deemed to include, not only 
he sum or sums agreed upon as 
compensation in any lease or sub- 
lease, but also any additional sum 
cf money or thing of value paid or 
payable as a premium or bonus, or 
for the purpose of increasing direct- 
ly or indirectly the compensation to 
be received by any person for or in 
connection the use cr voccu- 
pancy, or the acquisition of the right 
to use or occupy any land, building 
or part thereof. 

“Section 3. That whenever the 
use or occupancy of any land, buil4- 
ing or part therecf is requisitioned 
hereunder, the President is hereby 
authorized and empowered to lease 
the same to such person and upon 
such terms ahd conditions as he may 
determine. 

“Section 4., That whenever the 
use or occu cy of any land, build- 
ing or part thereof is requisiticned 
hereunder, the President shall make 
just compensation therefor to be Je- 
termined by him. In determining 
such compensation, he shall take in- 
to account the rental charge which 
was made for such land, building 
or part thereof prior to the first day 
ef August, 1914. If the amount so 
determined is unsatisfactory to the 
person or persons entitied to receive 
Same, such person or persons shall 
de paid 75 per cent. of the amount 
so determined and shall be entitled 
to ste the United States to recover 
such further sum, as added tc such 
75 per cent., will make up such 
amount as will be just compensa- 
tion therefor in the manner pro- 
vide@ by section 24, paragraph 20, 
and section 145 of the Judicial Code.

in carioad lots from Gary, Indi, and 
Pittsburgh. They range from three- 


eighth inches in thickness, and are 
six and a half by twenty-four feet in 
size. Fifty tons of sheet. steel are 
allotted to a car, and it takes sev- 
enty-five carloads of steel to build 
one ot these cargo carriers. 

The cars of plate are set off into 
the material yards, and there the 
plates are stacked cn edge. From 
the storage yard they are taken to 
the assembly yard, where they are 
marked from wooden patterns, or 
templates. The exact shape of the 
piece as it is to be when finished 
and every rivet hole is indicated in 
thie marking. After marking, the 
plates go to the machines for punch- 
ing. shearing and rolling inte shape. 
Angles and channel plates are heat- 
ed and pressed. They then proceed 
to the assethbly vard again, right in 
front of the ways, and are ready to 
be placed in position on the sides of 
the vessel. 

To the keelplate of the vessel is 
attached the floor,“ a series cf croas- 
plates, sections of which have holes 
through them large enough for a 
man to crawl through. Then will 
come a solid section, or bulkhead, 
dividing the secticns of the “floor.” 
The end compartments aré used for 
water for ballast. Another section 
is for of} and a central section for 
fresh water. 

From the keelplate arch out the 
ribs of the vessel, and to these the 
huge plates of steel are riveted. The 
reccrd for riveting in this yard is 
3270 in a nine-hour day. A good 
riveter drives an average of 600 
rivets per day under favorable con- 
ditions. He has a heater, and some- 
times two of them; a passer and a 
holder-on. Compressed air is the 
force used in this werk, and natural 
gas is used for the heating in all 
parts of the plant. 

Three rivet-making machines are 
kept constantly at work. The long 
reds of steel are thrust into fur- 
naces and heated almost to a white 
heat. Between these furnaces and 
the workmen there fall constant 
sprays of water, in crder to make 
the conditions more comfortable. 
When at proper heat, the rod is 
pulled from the furnace and fed in- 
to the machine, which champs it up 
into regulation-sized rivets that tum- 
ble down into water sprays and are 
relled away. Each machine eats up 
170 rods per day. There are ap- 
proximately 750,000 rivets in an 
$800-ton cargo carrier. The vessel, 
when completed, has about 250 tons 
of rivets in its construction, and its 
total weight is 4200 tons. 

MAKE IT ALL. 

Practically everything but the 
boilers that is used in the construc- 
tion of these vessels is made right at 
these yards, even to the fine cabinet 
work and furniture. The castings 
are manufactured at the Baker Iron 
Works and then sent to the yard for 
facing and dressing. The machine 
shops show activities on huge cyl- 
inders, immense columns for the en- 
great smoke stac

these are engaged in office work, but 
there are women in the department 
where the furniture is finished, work- 
ing on shellacking and leather chair 
coverings, and also in the pattern 
shop. 

An emergency hospital, fully 
equipped, is maintained, with physi- 
cians at hand both day and night, 
and with three trained nurses. 
spite the vast number of men em- 
ployed, the number of serious ac- 
cidents is small. In most cases, 
the accidents require only one treat- 
ment and dressing. There have been 
six fatal accidents since the work 
Was degun at this shipyard, which, 
compared with the fatal accidents 
on big construction work in the Kast, 
is said to be far below the average, 
State inspectors have commented 
very favorably on the manner in 
which workman here are safe- 
guarded. 

Government inspectors are con- 
stantly at the yard, and a govern- 
ment office is maintained there. A 
corps of government men inspects 
all riveting and caulking, as it pro- 
ceeds, and on the sides of the mull 
may be seen the markings of yellow 
and blue and green and white, in- 
dicating the passing of the various 
inspectors at every small on. 

Extensive improvements are in 
progress at this yard, including the 
laying of concrete roads and walks, 
and the construction of resident of- 
ficers’ quarters, etc. | 

The pay roll at present is about 
$300,000 a week, and the great out- 
flow of currency goes into all chan- 
nels of trade throughout Los Ange- 
les. 
The shipbuilding yards of Los An- 
geles Harbor, an industry created 
within a comparatively few months, 
has become a marvel of activity, an 
inspiration to patriotism and a fac- 
tor that gives promise of becoming a 
most valuable industry that will con- 
tinue after the war as one of the 
really big things of Southern Califor- 
nia.

United States District Judge Bean 
ef Oregon yesterday transmitted to 
the local Federal court his opinion 
in the action brought by the gov- 
ernment against the Chanslor-Can- 
field Midway Oil Company, the Re- 
covery Oil Company, Fred H. Hall, 
Western Water Company, Sunset 
Western Railway, Standard Oil 
Company, Visalia Midway. Oil Com- 
pany and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe Railway Company, to re- 
cover a quarter section of land in 
Kern county, alleged to be valuable 
for oil bearing. The opinion favors 
of the government's contention. 

The oll area was sought to be re- 
covered by the government on the 
claim that it was withdrawn from 
all form of public entry on Septem- 
ber 27, 1909, being one of the nu- 
merous “withdrawal” suits. 

Judge Bean in his decision says 
there were only two points raised in 
the transcript, namely, whether the 
paper location under which the de- 
fendants claim title to the land is 
legal and valid, and whether the de- 
fendants were, on the date of the 
withdrawal order, in the diligent 
prosecution of the work of develop- 
ing ofl. The court finds on both 
points in favor of the government.

local board having jurisdiction over 
the registrant. 

Attention is called to the signifi- 
cant clause in the third edition of 
the questionnaire; Section C of 
“Notice to Registrant or interested 
person,” which, in brief, says that 
the mailing of such questionnaire or 
the entry of date of such mailing 
shall constitute the giving of notice 
to the registrant and all concerned, 
and shall charge the registrant and 
all concerned with notice of the day 
upon which such duty shall be per- 
formed or the beginning of time al- 
lowed for the filling out of the 
questionnaire and returning it to 
the local board. 

WHAT NEGLECT MEANS. 

Failure to return the question- 
naire seven days after the date ap- 
pearing on it will result in loss of 
all rights and privileges in the draft. 
This would also prevent the regis- 
trant or his wife or other interested 
rerson from claiming deferred clas- 
sification. Failure to claim this 
will result in the registrant, if phy- 
sically fit, being placed in Class 1 0 
and cause him to be subject to im- 
mediate service. 

Therefore it behooves the regis- 
trant to watch either the newspa- 
pers or the classification lists posted 
at the headquarters of his local 
board, in case he does not get «@ 
ea within a reasonable 
time. 

If the registrant does not under- 
stand the questionnaire, he should 
seek advice, which will be given 
free by experienced lawyers at the 
legal Advisory Board headquar- 
ters, No. 618 Marsh-Stronge Bulld- 
ing. The best advice. given by 
board members, is, “If in doubt, 
make sure you are right.” Failure to 
register, a crime, punishable by one 
year in prison, may lead to more 
serftonus charges, such as desertion, 
which can bring a sentence of 
twenty vears. Technically all men 
within the prescribea ages are sol- 
ders of the United States now. It 
fie urged that all read the cover page 
of the questionnaires carefully. 

JUST A FEW “CAN’TS.” 

There are certain things with re- 
lation to the army you cannot do. 
Ycu cannot enlist now in any branch 


of the service, army, navy or Ma- 
rine Corps. You cannot enter an 
officers’ training school unless you | 
become a part of the big Liberty | 
Army, where you will have an equal ; 
chance with other men for promc- 
tion and can file an application for 
entry to such a school providing you 
get in and work and make your 
abilities apparent. You do nct have 
to be a comm officer to 
obtain appointment to these schools. 

You can register at any registra- 
tion place within ycur district, but 
not outside the district, unless you 
register in advance, because you an- 
ticipate being away on September 
12. If you do not speak English, in- 
terpreters will aid you in answering 
in filling out 
your questionnaire later. 

In this draft, net even the draft 
officials themselves are exempt, and 
will have to register as do all oth- 
ers. Men employed by the Emer- 
gency Fleet Corporation, of whom 
there are about 15,000 altogether in 
Los Angeles county, and who may 
nct be considered n at their 
employment, will not be held there,

THE QUESTIONNAIRES. 


In the earlier drafts, according to 
selective service boards, a very high 
percentage of the cases where men 
did not get what they call a “square 
deal,” as Adjt.-Gen. Borree put it, 
were due to a misunderstanding of 
the questionnaires.

FREIGHT RULES 
BE CHANGED. 


“Shipping Day” Schedule 
Goes Into Effect Soon. 


New Conservation Move by 
the Government . 

Plan Applies to Less than Car- 
load Lots. 


Revolutionary changes in the 
manner of receiving and forwarding 
less than carload lots of dead 
Areight will be installed on all gov- 
ernament-controlled steam railroads 
in California, beginning September 
15. The change is designated as the 
“Shipping Day schedule which has 
been in operation On many eastern 
roads for some time. 

The plan is a war measure de- 

to conserve fuel, equipment, 
motive and man power and involves 
vonsolidation of service to avoid un- 
necessary duplication at common 
points. It also provides for the re- 
céipt and forwarding of less than 
carload lots to points having 4 lim- 
ited volume of traffic on certain 
days only. Car conservation is the 
principal object, aside from the 
saving of men necessary by reason 
of the number who will come with- 
in the new draft. 

The Pacific Electric road does not 
the new change, not 
being a Federally- controlled road, 
and shipments by this line will be 
the same as in the past.

A crossing was made to Al- 
bania on November 17, where the 
Serbians, including both scidiers and 
thousands of terror-stricken ref- 
ugees, proceeded to the Adriatic. 
“Albania has been the scene of 
our great Serbian tragedy,” said the 
captain sadly. “No one will ever 
know how many of my people died, 
There were no rcads, no food, noth- 
ing but snow and ice and mountains.

“In Moiajoit, one of the Albanian 
mountain hamlets, 20,000 young 
boys about 18 years old died from 
hunger and expceure. From 15,000 
to 20,000 soldiers, women and chil- 
dren died from exposure alone in 
Elbasan. The rest of our refugees 
fled to the island of Corfu, where 
they were saved by the French. If 
it had not been for them, all would 
have died. Even after this, 10,000 
died from diseases ccntracted in 
their flight, and thousands 
from frozen limbs and bodies.” 
America and the Red Cross have 
been the saving grace of Serbia, the 
captain declared. Only for the Red 
Cross soup kitchens and its material 
aid there would be almost no Ser- 
bians alive today, he said. Now, he 
asserts, all Serbian hope is vested 
in this country. Large numbers of 
Serbs have left the continent and 
are living here. The rest are setrug- 
Kling along. : 

HIS MISSION HERE. 

Capt. Perunovitch was born in Os- 
trog, Montenegro, thirty years ago. 
He was educated at first in the Aus- 
trian schools, but finished in Ser- 
bia. On his final graduation he be- 
came a teacher in the ncrmal train- 
ing school at Pakrac, Slavonia, 
whither he was sent by his govern- 
ment to spread Serbian propaganda. 
As the national bard he has written 
large numbers of patriotic songs. 
and Serbians here state that a large 
degree of credit is due him for hav- 
ing sustained the morale of his 
trocps. 
The captain, who wears a loyal 
decoration, is here in the interests 
of Serbian recruiting. He has been 
invalided to the United States, after 
having been wounded five times, and 
while here has recruited nearly 
6000 Serbians for his country’s 
army.

Veteran of Civil Struggle is 
Again at Front. 


His Niece Here. 


At 72, N. d. Van Sant is as incor- 
rigible as when he was a boy of 17. 
He's run away” to war again, just 
as he did fifty-five years ago. 

A letter dated July 30 and writ- 
ten from a dugout in France “with 
all the sounds of war around me,” 
tells his niece, Mrs. F. H. Burton 
of this city, how he is cheering up 
the grandsons of the men who 
fought side by side with him in

“While I am in my dugout, boom, 
boom, boom! a battery of heavy ar- 
tillery is bombarding the Boche line 
not far from where I am sitting. We 
get shelled twice each day quite 
regularly, and this morning things 
were unsually lively—aircraft guns. 
machine guns, bursting shells, and 
all the noises of war. 

I was standing near a squad of 
men here two weeks ago, when 4&4 
bursting shell killed six and wound- 
ed five. I heard the shell coming, 
and made myself as small as possible 
under my helmet.” He then 
plains an intervening wall 
stopped any shrapnel that started 
his way. 
In the Civil War, when he was 
only 17, he ran away from home 
and fought with the Union forces.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Three 


hundred women motor drivérs are 


for dutv in France. The recruit- 
ing of feminine chauffeurs has al- 
ready begun in New York, where, it

is hoped, the first unit of fifty wom- 


en may be mobilized and sent across 


by the tirst of October. Meantime, 
other cities are preparing to supply 
their quotas. 

This call is issued by the director 
of motor service at national head; 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
in answer to a cabled request from 
the .Paris office. which states tha 
there is a great need for women 
messengers, ambulance and camion 
drivers behind the lin — a need 
that will be only temporarily met 
Dy these first 300 drivers. Already 
more than 6000 English and French 
women are reported to be engaged 
in this work, but many more are 
needed. This is only the first calf. 

Women who can afford to donate 
their services are asked to do 80. 
The American Red Cross will pay 
their traveling experses, and if 
necessary. an allowance of 450 
france ($85) a month outside of 
Paris and of 600 francs ($100) a 
month when in Paris will be paid to 
expert drivers who are dependent 
upon their own resources. 

To be eligible for this work a 
woman must have passed her 
twenty-fifth birthday, must be fair- 
ly re@bust, and possess an impeccable 
patriotic record. As far as possible, 
candidates for this service will be 
selected from the local divisions of 
the American’ Red Cross Motor 
Corps already in existence, for the 
Red Cross Motor 
Corps are thoroughly trained and 
experienced in the duties of war 
messengers and ambulance chauf- 
fers. 

Early last year the American Red 
Cross. realizing the need for wom- 
en drivers, both at home and abroad, 
created a separate bureau, known 
as the Bureau of Motor Service, with 
offices at the national headquarters, 
for the purpose of organizing chap- 
ter motor corps throughout the 
country. Tt now has 140 such or- 
ganizations to its e dit. with a 
membership of over 6000 women.

ter. It ranges all the way from six 
to sixty drivers. Red Gross motor 
drivers are classified inf two divi- 
sions, the first division including 
ambulance and truck drivers, and 
the second division including the 
drivers «f passenger cars for mes- 
senger work. Driers in the first 
division are chosen for their ability 
to drive trucks and ambulances 
owned by the local chapters. They 
must be graduates of a mechanical 
course specified by the Red Cross 
and pcosress a first-aid certificate. 
In most cases a candidate for the 
ambulance division is sent to a hos- 
pital for twelve days’ experience in 
its emergency room, or on one of its 
ambulances, but this is not insisted 
upon. The Red Cross Motor Corps 
conducts sanitary and stretcher 
drills, which are sufficient to teach 
the members how te lift and care 
for woun@ed soldiers. 

The second division of the chap- 
ter motor corps, on the other hand, 
is recruited entirely Among women 
who can afford to donate not only 
their services but their cars. No 
woman is accepted, however, who 
cannot pass an examifiation demon- 
strating her ability to drive, as well 
as a knowledge of simple mechan- 
les and traffic rules. 4 motor corps 
messenger makes all other volun- 
teers fade into insignificance. She 
even buys her own gasoline, oil and 
tires, and if she is fined for exceed- 
ing the speed limit while hurrying 
some Red Cross message to its des- 
tination, sbs pays the fine. 

Each Red “ross Motor Corps has 
a captain, who assembleg her forces, 
trains them and assigns them to va- 
rious duties. There are lieuten- 
ants, too, but these are ranks of 
distinction rather than of utility. 
When you are messenger in a Red 
Cross Motor Corps your car is 
pledged for a certain number of 
hours each week, and three fail- 
ures to appear at these hours, un- 
less detained by illness, is consid- 
ered sufficient cause for dishonor- 
able Aischarge. When your hour 
of duty approaches you report at 
the motor corps headquarters and 
are detailed by the officer in charge 
for certain service. Sometimes you 
are turned over to the home serv- 
Ice section and spend the morning 
driving Red Cross social workers 
from point to point. Canteen work- 
ere are transported to and from 
railgoad stations, chapter supplies 
delivered and called for. Occasfon- 
ally, if lucky, vou are detailed to 
drive an Americar or a fore off 
cer in a resplendent uniform abo

These, briefly, are some of the 
duties of the Red Cross Motor Corps 
as described by one of them. In 
addition, they are often called upon 
to help out the Caateen Committee 
of their chapter, by carrying sup- 
plies and passengers. The other day. 
for instance, a troop train arrived 
in a certain eastern city where it 
stopped for only forty minutes. The 
commander of the train was asked 
by a member Of the lceal Red Cross 
Canteen Committee it he needed 
anything, and he replied that the 
train’s supply of potatces was ex- 
hausted. There ware two officers, 
also, he said, who were in need of 
assistance. One of them wanted to 
get medical supplies and the other 
to visit a local military post. The 
member of the Canteen Committee 
simply passed these orders on to a 
Motor Corps messenger sitting a few 
feet away at the Wheel of a large 
touring car. That gane lady pro- 
ceeded to drive the two aflicers where 
they wanted to go, then to a whole- 
sale grocery, where they bought a 
large supply of potatoes, and back 
to the train—all in the space of for- 
ty minutes. 

Usually the work of hauling sup- 
Plies for the Cants2n Committee fs 
done by the truck Grixvers of the 
motor corps, however. Each local 
chapter owns its own truck—some- 
times several of th»>m—and these are 
used to collect the mary articles that 
pass through the hands of the Red 
Cross. Bandages, surgical dressings, 
old shoes, tin foil, old kid gloves, 
clothes for refugess, etc., are some 
of the things handled by these com- 
petent drivers. As some of the pack- 
ages loaded are by no means light, 
the women in this branch of the 
corps must de fairly husky. 

The ambulance division of the 
motor corps is manned by first di- 
Vision motor drivers. A woman who 
drives a Red Cross smbulance must 
know how to apply a bandage, in- 
stall a new inner tube, fix a spark 
plug, handle a streteher, and lift a 
wounded man. An ambulance 
driver works in connection with the 
Canteen Committee of her local 
chapter, answering all ambulance 
calls from troop trains. In the 
transportation of thousands of troops 
back and forth, from one point to 
another, a certain amount of iliness 
occurs on the train, and the govern- 
ment relies upon the Red Cross to 
help it out in this emergency. Ex- 
tensive ambulance cerpe are also 
now maintained at the rorts recelv- 
ing wounded men from France, — 


When a man ie taken ill on a 
troop train a telegram is sent ahead 
to the chairman of the Canteen 


Committee of the Red Croas in the 


next town by the troop train com- 
mander, and when the train ar- 
rives an ambulance ie waiting. The 
efficiency with which thie ambulance 
aid is provided is fiiuetrated by an 
irtident which recently oceurred in 
the South. A siek soléler wag on 
his way from camp to his home 
town, accompanied by his mother 
and a trained nurse. They were 
compelled to chanre trains at a 
point half way between the two 
cities. The train wat due at this 
point at 8 o'clock, but a wreck 
which occurred on the train ahead 
delayed the boy's train by several 
hours. All hope of making a con- 
nection with a train for his home 
town had to be ‘abandoned, and his 
mother was worried,. not knowing 
what she was going to do with her 
son in a strange city. Imagine her 
relief, therefore, when upon reach- 
ing the station che fcund a Red 
Cross ambulance awaiting them, 
manned by a wom in chauffeur and 
a resident doctor. The next morn- 
ing the Woy was taken on to his 
home under a Red Cross escort. 

Such incidents are frequent oc- 
currences in the lives of the Red 
Cross motor corps érivers through- 
out the country. Most of them are 
well prepared for duty abroad. But 
their departure will greatly reduce 
the ranks of the home organiza- 
tion: for months to come there will 
be an acute need for women chauf- 
feurs in the local chapters of the 
Red Cross.

HAVE often shed a few tears over

„Jamesie (Small, Maynard & Co.) 
| dry my eyes. It is tantalizingly 
obscure, oblique; indirect; but as a 
work of artistry—some may say of 
art; I cannot—it is unique, perhaps 
supreme. “Jamesie” is baM™ingly in- 
tricate without anything that resem- 
bles a plot, or rather such things as 
are generally called plots. 

Miss Sidgwick, during the past 
five or six years, has called to her- 
self a small group of admirers. She 
has not and can never have a wide 
appeal; but such as have graduated 
from Henry James will probably find 
her to their liking. This is her first 
novel to touch the war, and it is 
the nearest gpproach to what may 
be literally called a “transcript from 
lite of any books the war has 
brought out. 

Imagine yourself to have come in- 
to possession of the notes and let- 
ters interchanged among numerous 
friends, but strangers to you (though 
many of the characters are not 
strangers to those who have read 
Miss Sidgwick’s Hatchways“) writ- 
ten between 1914 and 1916. These 
people were wholly maware of any 
special interest in their movements 
and ideas; they wrote naturally and 
being English made much use of 
the sporting and, often cryptic ver- 
nacular. Each has a special inter- 
est: sports, woman suffrage,’ Irish 
estates and social affairs; and they 
correspond informally, emphasizing 
tne unessentials and suggesting with 
only a phrase, a stray line, the idea 
or fact that is vital to the story. 

The method in more ways than 
One sustzests Brewning; out most 
of all Miss Sidgwick would probably 
paraphrase the poet in saying, as he 
once put into an introduction (after- 
wards suppressed) that he never in- 
tended his verse to be a substitute 
for a game Of dominoes. 

Jamesie“ is hard going. The au- 
thor’s indifference to the reader is 
astonishing. The first pa zes seem 
a heterogeneous hodge-podge. In fact 
one m keep awake and on tip- 
toes all Mie way. Miss Sidgwick is 
subtle; her mind is electric, but one 
never sees 4 flash or hears a 
crackle; she is not undramatic, but 
as little thedtrical as any novelist 
dead or alive, . 

She has sustdined a score of char- 
acters, revealed them through brief 
letters, notes; but they are not char- 
acters that stand out forcibly, being 
rather like a group that one meets 
at a gathering where one is strang- 


It is like listening to people who are 
indifferent to one's interest, careless 
of whether or not one is having a 
pleasant time. The gathering is dis- 
tinguished and refined, wholly self- 
sufficient ＋ unconscious 
of having any special part in a 
drama of interest to the world at 
large. Young men are wohnded at 
the front, many killed; their friends, 
their relatives accept the fate in the 
traditionally British manner—suf- 
tering, but unemotionally. Jamesie 
goes down in mid-channel; a torpe- 
do. It is largely through his death 
that the book facuses on him; and 
the varying versions of how he died 
give the story its drama. 
It is a book of intricate potters, | 
the very height of unique artistry, 
but an artistry that appeals largely 
(though sot_wholly) through, its in- 
genuity of design—a beautiful puz- 
zle in which the jumbled letters are 
sorted and arranged until a definite 
story is revealed. Except for the 
genuine poignancy of the war, one 
might—with no disrespect and in 
good criticism— call it a highly-in- 
tellectual charade. Not that the au- 


She did not. But her singular de- 
tachment from popular approval has 
led her to tell a story so naturally 
that it is almost unintellizible: it 
ignores all fictional conventions, 
and the effect is puzzling, at times 
bewildering.

makes big money as a Los Angeles 
real estate operator, and finally 
breaks into the Wall street game as 
the manager of a steel mill, and at 
last reforms, turns strictly honest, to 
rehabilitate himself in the faith of 
his wife. 

The author has tried hard to make 
Powers a “strong” man; but Powers 
ig anything but a silent man. He 
talks continually. True, he expreases 
the sentiments that are popularly 
supposed to be felt by “strong” men. 
but when the author's lack of artistry 
cannot convey those sentiments oth- 
erwise than through the hero's gar- 
rulity, neither the hero nor the au- 
thor is entitled to serious respect. 
As a character study. Powers is 
cheap and tawdry. 

The interest of the story does lie 
in the ingenuity of Powers in mak- 
ing money, in the ‘stunts; but these | 
are not always new.

Francisco before a meeting of 200 
members of the California League 
for the Conservation of Public 
Health in Hamburger’s Cafe. 

“Compulsory social insurance is an 
imported system from Germany, au- 
tocratic and compulsory in its scope, 
which will affect two-thirds of the 
people of California,” Dr. Smith as- 
i gerted. “It also takes from the peo- 
ple the rights of individual] citizep- 
‘ship. It will cost the people of Cal- 
‘ifornia at the outset frcm $30,000,- 
0 to $40,000,000, 40 per cent. of 
which will be paid by the laborers, 
40 per cent, by the employers and 
20 per cent, from the State treasury. 
At the amendment to the State 
Constitution, which will be voted up- 
on next November, and is known as 
Item No, 20, Amendment No. 26, 
is passed, it will meah thet the new 
law will be the grand-daddy com- 
missicn of the other forty fat ones, 
giving opportunity for the biggest 
‘political machine, 

“Germany started her system of 
compulsory socia] health insurance 
with an expenditure of $30,000,000. 
a year, and it rapidly ran up until 
the last known figures were over 
180,000,000 It enslaves 
the laborer and gives incentive to 
malicious fakirs. It makes the re- 
spectable and hard werking pay for 
the protection of the vicious and 
idle. It will give a cheap type of 
medical and surgical attention, which 
is always dangergus when life or 
death is involved.

POORLY | DESIGNED FRAME 


CAUSES TROUBLE GALORE. 


Penny- Wise Policy of Saving will Al ways 
Prove Poor 


HE dette of the modern pas- 
Senger motor car is usually so 
uncomplaining in its perform- 

anee of the strenuous duties assigned 
to it in the car's economy, that the 
average owner may practically be 
said to know nothing about it. It 
is the parts of the mechanism that 
give trouble that we learn to know 
best. The frame gives compara- 
tively little troudle and consequently 
we take it for granted and let it go 
at that. 

As a matter of fact, a poorly de- 
signed frame may easily throw out 
the mechanical balance of the en- 
tire mechanism. A frame con- 
structed of poor materials will sag 
after some service, causing no end 
of trouble. If the car is made too 
light to support the load on it the 
Same sort of troubles will develop. 
Some manufacturers in the past have 
tried to cut down expenserc on the 
frames used in their cars. The re- 
sult has been that the pase 
cracked at the jolats, developed sag- 
ging, squeaks were numerous and 
vociferous, the door fell out of line 
and the whole body work suffered 
and in some cases went to pieces, 
all as a result of a pennywise policy 
of saving a little th frame cost. 

PAST W YEARS. 

During the past few years there 
has been a disfinct tendency to 
progress in frame design wend con- 
struction. Not many years ago 
every car manufacturer, no matter 
how much care he might bestow on 
the rest of the vehicle, how much 
individuality he might achieve, con- 
sidered it perfectly satisfactory to 
buy the frames from a parts maker. 
Now many of the leading companies 
are turning out their cen frames and 
a number of new designs have been 
developed and the ordinary motor 
car owner ought to kaow something

The new rigid type cf frame em- 
bodies side rails very much deeper 
than used to be customary, in some 
instances reaching a depth of ser 
or ten inches.

The fenders are 
riveted in place and the construc- 
tion as a whole gives maximum 
rigidity. There is little chance in 
this way fer distortion and final dis-

The flexible frame is designed with 
the intention of heving it yield to 
the stresses in the course of travel. 
Smaller side rails are ured in this 
construction, five or six inches be- 
ing about the maximum depth, while 
the supports for the running boards 
are‘riveted on and not made integral.

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ASHINGTON (b. C.)—The United 

States Geological Survey and the 
W Bureau of Mines have been mak- 

ing special investigafions as to 
the minerals which Uncle Sam requires for 
the war. They are numbered by scores. 
Some have a part in explosives, some are 
usd in shells and projectiles, others are in- 
dispensable to the airplane and the battle- 
ship, and others have to do with increasing 


dur food supply. In fact, everything con- 


nected with the fighting in Europe depends 
upon mineral resources of one kind or an- 
other. The war is a fight of metals as well 
as of men, and the forces that can produce 
the best combinations and can command the 
raw materials to do so will come out vie- 


- torious, 


The necessity for the principal minerals 
is well known. We have these in abundance. 
We were producing 40 per cent. of the 
world’s coal output before the war began, 
and almost three-fourths of the petroleum. 
Nevertheless, we had a famine in coal last 
winter, and there is now danger of a short- 
age in gasoline. As to iron, which forms the 
basis for everything in transportation and 
fighting machinery, 40 per cent. of that min- 
eral comes from the United States, and our 
smelters have producing half of the 
world’s copper and about one-third of its 
lead and zinc, , 


All of these minerals are of enormous 
value as to the war, but in the use of them 
to maké the best fighting machines other 
minerals are required, some of which until 
now we have been importing from various 


parts of the world. Our output of iron ore 


last year was over 70,000,000 tons, but that 
used in making high-speed tools, ordnance, 
armor plate and the stronger parts of air- 
lanes and automobiles had to be mixed 
vith other metals, the ‘names of which are 
iardly known to the ordinary reader. Among 
hese: are molybdenum, vanadium and 
iranium, cobalt and chromium, tungsten 
and manganese. 


Vanadium and chgemium are employed 


‘o make steel hard and tough, and able to 
resist the shock of an explosion, We have 
vanadium in some of the ores of Colorado 


and Utah, but the most of our supply comes 


‘rom Peru, whose yearly output is about 
3000 tons. The chief mines are high up in 
he Andes within a short distance of the 
treat silver and copper deposits of Cerro 
le Pasco, I visited them during my last 
rip to the Andes. They were owned orig- 
inally by an Italian, but were sold by him 
‘o capitalists in Pittsburgh, who now con- 
‘rol the chief source of the world’s supply. 
We are now producing about one-sixth as 
much as Peru. 
The Germans are using chromium also to 
make up their shortage of tungsten. It is 
especially valuable for making hard cutting 
‘ools and for automobile axles and springs. 
t is used for cannon linings and in armor 
te, and is one of the metals specified in 
certain parts of the Liberty motor. Chrome 
steel can be made so that it will not rust, 
and altogether it is so valuable as a mili- 
tary metal that the Bureau of Mines recom- 
mends that the government provide for at 
least one year’s reserve supply. Until 
within the past two or three yea nearly 
all of our chromium: came from British 
3outh Africa and the French islands of the

Tungsten is valuable in speed tools be- 
cause it melts only at 5900 degress Fahren- 
heit.

The metal has a tensile strength of 
more than 300 tons to the square inch, and 
it resists rust and acid. It is absolutely 
sential to us in this time of war in order 
to maintain and increase the output 
parts needed for munitions and for 
and naval equipment. 

Before the war began tungsten was used 
largely in Germany, but the supply began 
to play out before we came in. The Deutsch- 
land, the submarine that came to this coun- 
try in 1916, bringing a cargo of dyes, took 
back a cargo largely made up of tungsten.

Platinum is Worth More Than 
Gold was Before the War. 


S TO platinum itself, this is now one 

of the most valuable metals on earth. 
It was worth twice as much as gold before 
the war began, and it is now worth five 
times its weight in that metal. The most of 
the world’s supply has come from Russia, 
and before the war the Russian output ws 
controlled by a French syndicate which 
brought the platinum to France and sent it 


out from there. When the war came the 


Russian mines broke down, and from now 
on they will be in the hands of the Germans.

IBROID tumors on the uterus are very 

common and give women much 
anxiety, which is encouraged by the 
| attitude of medical men, who, follow- 
ing the prevailing mania for surgical opera- 
tions, say that these tumors must be cut 
out. 

On the contrary, not one fibroid tumor in 
a hundred needs an operation, and then, of 
course, the operation cannot cure. It does 
net remove the canse, which is the presence 
of Waste matter in the blood, dus to the in- 
gestion of surplus food, that cannot be di- 
gested and assimilated. So long as this con- 
dition continues the tumor, like the rest of 
the body, is fed and grows. 

So far from an operation curing it en- 
courages the growth, as more surface is ex- 
posed. Hence we see unfortunate women 
submit to one operation after another, until 
they become nervous and physical, wrecks. 

Whether fibroid tumors ever degenerate 
into malignant growths is a subject that has 
been much discussed, some writers declar- 
ing that they are liable to undergo such fle- 
generation, others maintaining the contrary.

J. M. Finney, M.D., says: 

“Childless women suffer more from cystic 
diseases that lead to cancer than women 
who had children, a protest against modern 
civilization, and a growing peril.

Mothers who have reared four or five chil- 
dren and nursed them all rarely have tu- 
mors.”

Intemperance in Eating. 


T WOULD be amusing, were it not sad, 

to see ardent prohibitionists, who think 
it a crime to take a glass of beer or light 
wine, gorging themselves to repletion on 
stimulating food, washed down with as 
harmful stimulant, in the shape of hot cof- 
fee, or eating combinations of starches and 
sweets, that form alcohol in the stomach. 
R. L. Alsaker, M.D., writes: 

“Men and women band themselves into 
societies and associations for the purpose 
of decreasing or doing away with the use 
of tobacco and alcoholic drinks. They ad- 
vocate temperance and even abstinence in 
the use of those things which do not appeal 
to their own senses; but most of them are 
far from temperate in their eating. They 
have very keen vision when searching for 
weaknesses and faults in others, but are 
quite near-sighted regarding their own. 

“Is excessive indulgence in liquor any 
worse than overeating? Not according to 
nature’s answer.

No country in the 
world as civilized and 
as thickly settled as 
the United States has 
such a horde of half- 
wild tribes living so 
near its borders. A 
day's ride from the 
Arizona frontier lands you in the heart of 
the Yaqui country—where settlers barricade 

their homes and carry guns with them to 
plow or chop wood, as did the American 
pioneers in the days of the Apaches and the 
Sioux. 

Look. at the map of Mexico’s west coast 
and you will see why this is so. The coun- 
try, considering the long time that bas 
elapsed since the Spania first settled it, 
is strangely lacking in large cities or means 
of communication. One railway, and one 
only, splits this vast region from Nogales 
to Mazatlan. The big towns, few and far 

between, are all near the coast. Highways 
or good wagon roads as we know them do 
not exist; only rough mule trails here and 
there, winding for long, lonely miles, many 
of them originally made by wild cattle mov- 
img from one water-hole to another. The rich 
river valleys of the lowlands are of course 
fairly well settled by rich ranchers and su- 
gar planters. But thousands of uare 
miles of the mesas and foothilla_are 
uninhabited except here and th 
near a sp of water, some har 
man has built his “dobe house” and ¢ 
of mesquite poles to save his colts and 
calves from hungry lions. In all its turbu- 
lent history, for example, no wheeled vehi- 
cle-has ever traverged the 800-mile length 
of the peninsula of Baja California, and its 
population is less than one-third of a hu- 
man per square mile!

Most conspicuous among the untamed 
people of the Northwest country are the 
Tarahumare Indians of Chihuahua. They 
overran the whole of that state at the time 
of the Spanish conquest. Their tribal name 
is derived from a queer game which they 
play, wherein they roll a giant ball. Both 
the men and the women participate with 
phenomenal endurance. Lumhols says the 
Tarahumare is the greatest runner in the 
world, It is claimed that one of these In- 
dians has been known to travel 170 miles 
foot without stopping for sleep; there 
a tradition of an Indian messenger who 
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them. They much enjoy another sport 
wherein they run races, each of the run- 
ners kicking a ball in front of him. You 
see many of these Tarahumares around Chi 
huahua City, where messengers from the 
tribe go to do their trading. The pure bloods, 
unspoiled by contact with the outside world, 


are famous for truth and industry. They 


are a sturdy chocolate-brown race of me- 
dium size; both sexes wear their hair long 
and let it hang down. The men have no 
beards, as all the hair on the face is plucked 
out. Whiskers are obnoxious to these In- 
dians, who say that the devil alone has a 
right to wear a beard. Chastity is a well- 
known characteristic, and to it is attributed 
their great physical endurance and long 
lives. The Indians live in the open and 
many are 82 M to reach the age of a hundred 
or more, .In the high country they think 
nothing of walking barefoot through sev- 
eral inches of snow; and yet one of their 
chief pleasures is to strip naked and lie in 
the scorching sun. 

That region of the Sierra Madre where 
these Indians make their home is one of 
the most healthful in Mexico, and the few 
American sportsmen who have seen it de- 
clare it to be the original hunter's paradise. 
Wild turkey in flocks of from twenty-five to 
fifty are often met; there are bears, too, to 
say nothing of deer and antelope. The In- 
dians hunt the latter by wrapping their 
bodies in an antelope skin and stalking 
these curious animals, as the American 
Sioux used to stalk the buffalo. They kill 
the rabbits with a boomerang, something 
like the one used by the Moquis of New 
Mexico. 

In this same region too, there dwells the 
biggest woodpecker in the world. “Cam- 
pephilus Imperiales” the scientists call this 
bird, which ranges down the Sierra

In places they have also 
built porches or artificial terraces in ican 
of these caves, which extend out forty or 
fifty feet and are a hundred feet long. 

This Indian makes a crude pottery not 
unlike that found in the old cliff dwellings 
of Arizona. His only wealth is cattle and 
goats. A buck with three cows and a dozen 
goats is called rich. They grow corn, and 
in lean years turn happily to a diet of birds 
and skunks, with mice and gophers. They 
also hunt wild mushrooms or truffles; to 
locate this delicacy, which tastes like a 
blend of pears and onions, the Indians em- 
ploy the services of a pet pig or dog which 
is trained to locate the truffle through the 
sense of smell. The coyotes and the bears 
of the Sierra Madre also hunt this truf- 
fle. In all their dances and celebrations 
they drink an intoxicating beer called “tes- 
vino.” 


A superstition, strangely like that of the — 


Tagalogs, is current among these Indians; 
that is, that when a man ifs asleep his soul 
is absent from his.body; and a sleeper 
should never be awakened suddenly lest he 
lose his soul. They wear their finger and 
toe nails very long, as the Chinese do. be- 
lieving that to cut them short might pro- 
duce blindness. They will not eat the meat 
from the spinal column of an animal lest 
their, own backs should become swayed, 
and kache follow. They punish immor- 
ality by switching the culprit in public on 
the bare skin, and wild animals are sup- 
posed to be able to change their form.

POMONA.— Squirrel poisoning has been 
the order of the day for some time on the 
Lewis ranch near here.

Then 
this was placed, in carefully measured 
quantities, into a barrel churn and slowly 
revolved. The mixture was perfect—every 
grain having its proper 
poison. When a few grains were placed 
near u squirrel hole, the little rodents 
would come running out to devour the good 
meal. Some of them “keeled over” right 
on the spot, but numbers of them ran back 
into their burrows. The State Agricultural 
Office eatimates that five squirrels are dead 
in the burrows for every one found outside. 
It is thought that probably 3000 squirrels 
were slaughtered on the Lewis ranch with:

THE HOMECROFTER 
‘AND OLD HI COST. 


BY UNCLE MARSH. 


There are many combinations possible in. 
the homecroft garden that cannot be gen- 
erally attempted in open field work. We 
therefore suggest to the lady inquirer from 
Puente that we would rather plant the 
ground under the spreading walnut tree to 
alfalfa than to cut it down, providing she 
bas sufficient room for her vegetables in 
other parts of her lot. Of course eight 
walnut trees are more than anyone has 
personal use for but the years of growth 
represented in that spreading tree are quite 
valuable and while we do not believe in 
real homecrofters growing any product dl- 
rectly for sale in the market, yet it is true 
that walnuts are very good trading materia) 
among fellow homecrofters for anything 
else that may be needed. To cut it lowu 
80 as to grow potatoes means a direct loss. 
The walnuts with a yield of only fifty 
pounds will be worth $7.50. Eliminating 
the risk of failure, the potatoes in that 
same space would not be much more than 
that. The lady undoubtedly has chickens 
and needs alfalfa. She has now or must 
soon have a milch goat and needs alfalfa 
all the more. Alfalfa needs sunshine, but 
if the walnut tree stands out in the center 
so that the different angles of sunlight 
sweep under the tree she can make some 
considerable alfalfa there to the benefit of 
the tree as well if she does not stint the 
supply of water. The alfalfa, carefully 
tended and fed occasionally with gypsum, 
which makes it grow magically, will fur- 
nish some little pasture for bees, feed for 
chickens and goats and be a beauty spot. 

Another profitable planting in a shaded 
area should be horse radish. This is a very 
profitable crop and one that a homecrofter 


Jean raise to some excess because the prod- 


uct is usually exchangeable at the grocery 
store as readily as eggs; that is, after it 
has been prepared in bottles. 

There are several combinations that can 
be worked out to make one piece of 
ground produce two crops by giving it per. 
sonally applied attention. 

While only a few of us may be able to 
save all of our seeds for next season's 
planting, every homecrofter should certain- 
ly save his corn seed. In the great corn 
belt it is considered a critical error to plant 
imported seed corn. It is an established 
fact that corn brought in from other localli- 
ties is likely to be inferior in yield ind 
quantity. Thousands of tests made in ex- 
periment stations and tests made in twenty- 
eight States by the government show the 
losses from using corn seed imported from 
other localities. Your seedsman at Los An- 
geles may have local seed, but the very 
best-seed corn fer you to have are the se- 
lected ears
